APPOINTMENT OF SCIENTIFIC ATTACHES 


1. NIA Directive No. 7 (Coordination of Collection 
Activities) failed to allocate the responsibility for the oolleo- 
tion of scientific intelligence, it left to eaoh agenoy that 
part related to its respective needs*. Coipmittee and Intelligence 
'Advisory Board discussions during the preparation Qf the ■ program 
'indicated that future attention would be given to the soientifio 
and eoonomio fields. 

.v2, . Since adoption of NIA Pifeotiye No. 7, the A'tomio 
•Energy Commission and the Joint :Researoh and Development Board 
•have designated/the Central Intelligence Group es the agenoy to 
yfumish their intelligence support. 

3. Although the Intelligence Division, War Department 
General Staff, and A-3, Air Foroes, have informally stated their 
capability of making satisfactory collection of soientifio in¬ 
formation within their own respective fields, all the intelli¬ 
gence agencies have recognized the urgent need for improved 
collection in the broad field of scientific information related 
to national security. The impending dissolution of MED, London, 
threatens to reduce the effectiveness of the Army’s field 
opileotion agencies in matters concerning nuclear energy. 

4. The new responsibilities of the Central Intelligence 
Group cannot be met with the existing facilities for the collec¬ 
tion of soientifio intelligence even though they may be con¬ 
sidered as adequate to oertain agenoy needs. Solution of the 
problem is necessary. 

a. Tl*e appointment of Scientific Atteohes to 
U. $* Missions in countries having the greatest 
soientifio potential appears to be essential. 
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h. It is believed that.^ such Attaches should , 
be furnished by one of the agenoies. The servioes per¬ 
formed would be for the common benefit of. all agencies, 

< o, Soientifio Attaches would be attaohed to 
U, S. Embassies (Legations) and funotion in a similar 
manner to other attaohes. 

_d. These Attaches would work in dose collabora¬ 
tion with the other attaohes who would pass to them all 
requests for information on soientifio matters beyond 
th6ir capabilities to handle. 

5. From informal inter-agenoy conferences;, it is believed 
that the following countries have the greatest soientifio in¬
